An Ancient Village Church.
Correspondence of the CALEDONIAN

St. Johnsbury East has recently sus
tained a severe loss, One of the old
landmarks, the building occupied for
nearly hall a century by the Methodists
—has been taken down. This course
was necessitated by the action of rain
which broke in the foof. It may be inter-
esting helore we say our last good:-by to
the beloved building to glance over its
history. In 1818 John Stiles builtin
Waterford Hollow, near the residence of
Barton Works, a Freeewill Baptist
church,  We have yet with vs sume who
recall the plain building with its square
pews. The pews wete sold until Mr.
Stilse! interest arrived at about fiftecn
hundred dollars,  Itis told that at one
time a Universalist minister was to
gpeak, but Mr. Stiles procecded into the
pulpit and ordered him o depart with
his “lalse doctrine.” In time the necessity
fora thurch at thnt point diminished
and it was closed tor some years, thongh
opened occasionally for special gervices
and used for town mectings,  In 1850,
while the Rey. Jonathan Whitney was
preaching at St. Jobnsbury East, in a
little building called the chapel, ke urged
the necessity ol a church building. The
old chiurel in Waterford was bought by
the conference and soon veared its head
on the cast side of the main street here,
It was stipulated that onethird of the
pews were Lo be [ree. When the chureh
was opened for worship there were 08
members.  The local preachers were
Lyman Farnham and Daniel Carr.

The stewards were Isaac Harrington,
Josiah Wright, Franklin Richardson,
Charles R, Hoeman and James B. Hill,

Of the little band of worshippers 1 find
but four living, Mrs, Pamelia Wheeler
Mrs, Charity Young, Mrs, Nancy Har-
rington and Miss Susan Lee, During its
entire existence the church was largely
indebred to lsanc Horrington. His son
Lemuel and his family are well known
in the musical world. There was no
church in the vicinity where one was so
aure of good music as in the Methodist
¢hurch here, One entry in the old re-
cords is certainly original. The names
of three members of one lamily have en:
tered against them, “Disposed of by
menns unknown.'" Many able preachers
have filled the now silent pulpit. Rev,
Wilbur Fiske's voice has been heard here,
Rev, M. Perkins, afterwards member of
CONEress, prmchml here and many will
recall Rev. Orange Scott. In 1860 Rev,
George Bickford preached with great
acceptance and endeared himsell to the
entire community, In the years 1879,
1880 and 1881, the pulpit was supplied
by the clerzyman who also officiated at
the Centre. In 1879 the two parishes
shared the ministry of Rev. J. Ward, In
1880 and 1881 that of Rev, L. C. Dick-
inson. In 1882 Rev. W, B. Worthing
supplied the two pulpits.

In 1883 Rev. G. E. Burnham of West
Concord officiated. In 1884 Rev. B, W.
Culver of St. Jolnsbury preached here
and with his ministry, so far as the
records show, closed the active carcer of
the Methodist church here. During its
life it enrolled the names of many who
were greatly beloved and who leit a last-
ing impression for good here. lsaac
Harrington was a strong man mentally
and morally. There stands on the church
books thisitem: “Isaac Harrington will
pay one-third of the debt rather than
have the church mortgaged.” Of this
record his children may well be proud,

His son, Calvin Harrington, records in
his diary that when the new church wus
building he ndapted himself to the acca-
sion and became hirst carpenter by trade,
working with hammer, square and plane;
then as a painter he put on the two
coats ¢ white that finished and benuti-
fied the new house of warship.
is known to the world as professor at
Wesleyan university for nearly 25 years,
and 18 remembered by hundreds of stu-
dentsas an accurate and elegant scholar,
a carelul and successful teacher, but prin-
cipally as the friend and the Christian.
Many recall the quiet, strong Christian
lite of John Little. 1 may not call the
names of all the holy men and women
who wnrshmlsu(l in this little church.
Their godly lives and examples have
gone into the warp and woofl of this
community. When the light of the
eternal morming breaks, the record ol
this church will be seen-to be one that
“*maketh not ashamed.”
